WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 3.—Commis- 
sioner Lamoreaux of the General Land 
Office has made his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Interior for the past fis- 
cal year. The total land selections during 
the year were 13,200,000 acres, of which 
4,830,915 were homestead entries and 6,789,- 
591 railroad selections. The increase in se- 
lections over the previous year were 4,802,- 
673 acres. The cash receipts were $2,106,361, 
an increase of $72,907. 

Lands patented to railroads in satisfac- 
tion of grants, 15,527,844 acres, an increase 
of 7,343.508 acres over last year; agricultu- 
ral patents, 5,470,400, an increase of 2,628,480 
acres, The total number of acres patentetl 


was 22,669,989. The total vacant public land

YOUTHFUL MURDERER FATE. 


William Miller, 17 Years Old, Given a 
Long Sentence. 

William Miller, colored, was sentenced 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary Saturday morning by Judge Har- 
vey on a plea of guilty to a charge of 
murder in the second degree.

DIRECTOR COLLINS TO PRESENT 
A BILL TO THE STATE SENATE. 


FOR WARD REPRESENTATION. 


He Wants the Board of Election Com- 


ed | missioners to Control School 


Board Elections. 


School Director John Collins is a candi- 
date for the State Senate in the Thirty-first 
Senatorial District. 

Just so soon as he takes his seat in the 
Upper House-and Mr. Collins’ election is a 
foregone conclusion—he will introduce a 


bill to reform the School Board. 

Mr. Collins has been in that body since 
1891, and naively admits that he could stay 
there till the erack of doom under the 
board’s present method of conducting elec- 
tions, It is just this feature that he is 
going to reform, if he can. 

It may be premature for me to discuss 
this matter until after election,” said Mr. 
Collins, but after being reassured of his 
successful candidacy he consented to ex- 
plain his ideas of School Board reform. 

“First and foremosg' he said, put me 
down as opposed to turning over the con- 
duct of the schools to an appointive com- 
mission. School Directors have too little re- 
sponsibility to the people now. If they are 
made creatures of appointmend they will be 
as useless to the people as the Police Board. 

„My experience is that the plain people 
are the ones most interested in the public 
schools. They should have the greatest 


voice in their management. To bring he 
about my bill contemplates taking the elec- 
tion machine out of the hands of the 
board and p ng it in control of the Board 
of Election Commissioners. 

„In place of fourteen district members 
and seven members-a’-large, I would have 
one member from each ward. 

“T would heve the term of office for three 

years, electing one set of nine directors one 
, year, ten the next and nine the third. 

‘‘There you have the points of my bill. 
There isn’t much depth to it, but I think it 
will work a reform because it will put the 
control of the Board directly into the hands 
of the people. 

“The plan of electing members by wards 
was in vogue previous to 1887, when the 
Drabelle law was enacted and in those days 
there never was a hue or cry about boodle 
or neglect of duty on the part of directors. 

Mr. Drabelle’s measure, g seven 
directors-at-large, put seven figureheads in 
the board. His bill served its purpose in 
making possible the election of a board that 
would abolish German in the schools. Since 
it accomplished that it has failed to benefit 
the conduct of school affairs in any way. 

Under the ward plan the member is di- 
rectly responsible to his constituents. If he 
doesn’t look after their wants or gets into 
the newspapers for jobbery, it’s easy to 
turn him down, 

By taking the conduct of the elections 
out of the hands of the b the people 
will have a voice in the election of the 
members and that will bring them to the 
polls. I am free to say that under the pres- 
ent system the board is a returning board 
and a member can re-elect himself as often 
as he pleas®s. He has the naming of his 
own judges and clerks and passes on the 
returns after they are reported. His friends 
in the board never go back on him. 

The fear of having an election every year 
will prevent the formation of cliques and 
Bye the „ an opportunity to keep mem- 

ers and candidates suspected of bery 
on the spit.

MRS. MAMIE HINTON FATALLY 
BURNED IN HER KITCHEN. 


HER WRAPPER WAS IGNITED. 


. 
Without a Cry of Pain She Rolled in 
Agony on the Floor Until Her 
Clothing Was Burned ort. 


Mrs. Mamie Hinton was fatally burned 
at her,home, 815 South Sixth street, early 
Saturday morning. 

While she was lighting the gasoline stove 
making ready to prepare the morning meal 
tor herself and her husband, her apron 
caught fire, and in a moment she was a 
mass of flames, which were not extinguish- 
ed until her clothing was entirely burned 
from her. 

Mrs. Hinton is 2% years old. Last January 
she was married to George Hinton, who is 
employed as a night watchman at the Mey- 
er Bros. Drug Co. Her husband does not 


get home until 6 o’clock. 
At 5:30 o’clock Saturday morning Mrs. 
Hinton arose and immediately began prep- 


arations for breakfast. She used a gasoline 
stove. She permitted more of the fluid to 
run into the burner than she knew, and 
when she applied the match there was @ 


scatter on her apron, and in an instant 
the loose wrapper in which she was clad 
was ignited and burned furiously. 

- Crazed with fright, Mrs. Hinton scarcely 
knew what she was doing. Her apartments 
are on the second floor, and she started for 
the street below. When she reached the 
hall she was overcome by the heat and fell 
to the floor, where, writhing in pain, she 
tossed about on the c t until her cloth- 
ing was entirely burn from her. 

The hall carpet caught fire and the smoke 
filled the house. Notwithstanding the agony 
she suffered, Mrs. Hinton made no outcry. 
Her neighbor, Mrs. Yensen, who lived on 
the first floor beneata Mrs. Hinton, had 
heard no noise, but the smell of burning 
cloth had become so strong that she became 
alarmed, and she an an investigation. 
First she inspected her own rooms, and 
finding no fire and seeing that the smell be- 
came stronger, she went up stairs to eee 
if the trouble was located there. 

8 at the head of the stairs, a hor- 
rifying sight met her gaze. There on the 
floor before her she saw Mrs. Hinton rolling 
on the floor in the eatest agony. The 
clothes were literally burnt off, and her en- 
tire body was a solid mass of burned and 
charred flesh from the knees up. The car- 
pet on the floor was still blazing. 

The unfortunate woman was still in pos- 
sezsion of her faculties, and notwithstand- 
ing the horrible pains she was enduring, she 
aid not shriek out. Her teeth were tightly 
clenched and the only sign she made Mat 
indicated her suffering was a faint and 
piteous moan. . 

Mrs. Yensen first extinguished the blazing 
carpet and then lifted Mrs. Hinton to a 
bed. While she was trying to do something 
she sent one of her children to notify Mr. 
Hindon and another to notify the police. 
Mr. Hinton and the ambulance arrived al- 
most simultaneously. Mrs. Hinton was taken 
at once to the City Hospital, where her in- 
juries were dressed and the pain in a meas- 
ure abated. 

Nearly her entire body was burned, and 
Dr. Otto Sutter said her recovery was im- 


possible.
